MORE TEETH IN THE

dw elling (or small group of build­ 
ings) having running water may dis­ 
pose of sewage safely and at small 
cost is recommended by the I -. S. 
Public Health Service in one of its 
recent weekly reports. 
The chief feature of 
the 
system, 
which has been in successful o p era­ 
tion in New H am pshire for sum m er 
cottages aud hotels for ten years, is 
a rectangular septic tank, of concrete, 
with a minimum capacity of !)4 feet. 
This will serve -0 people; four cubic 
feet additional should be provided for 
each additional person. 
The tank should lie buried under 
12 to IS inches of earth, as n ear as 
practicable to the bouse, with which 
it should he connected wit Ii piping. 
The d iluent from this 
tank 
which 
contains organic m atter th at might 
be objectionable and even dangerous, 
is commonly best disposed of by some 
sort pf subsurface irrigation whose 
exact form will necessarily be gov­ 
erned by the nature of the soil. Full 
details are given in tile report. 
before installing such

system, 
however, the State health authorities 
should be consulted, especially in the 
limestone 
sections
